First term Mary E. Gifford whose 
appearance we liked very much, but I regard a school of only 
four weeks in length, almost entirely devoid of profit. I visited 
this one but once. ! 

The second term was taught by Miss Abbie A. Lowell, this 
was her first term and I think she gave good satisfaction. This 


‘school is composed of small scholars some of whom do not ap- 


pear to be properly trained at home. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Wm. B. Huse, Pr. Com. Miss Mary E. Huse teacher of first 
term, As this is her sixth term in this district comments are un- 
neccessary. : 


The winter term was under the care of Miss Mary E. Gifford, 


As this teacher had been so successful in district No. 2 we ex- 


pected a most excellent school inthis district, but we weredoom. 
ed to disappointment, it was a failure, from what causes, I shall 
not here undertake to explain. 


General Remarks. 
. Your Committee finds much in the schools and school system 


_ of this town that is interesting and praiseworthy, he also finds 


that which is not. The People in general do not.take interest 


- enough in the education of the future men and women of the na- 


tion, and to show that this is the case in this town, I mention a 
few things I have observed. We raise three hundred and fifty 


10 mnie 


dollars, for school purposes and appropriate the railroad tax, 


and Literary fund moneys and get sixteen and five seventh 
weeks as the average amount of schooling for the year. I also 
find the whole number of scholars that have attended school 
more than two weeks to be one hundred and sixty eight, and the 
average attendance to be one hundred and forty four, giving us 
only about sixteen weeks as the average amount of schooling 
for the year. I find only twenty-eight scholars in town that were 


not absent one half day or more. J find that in only one in- ; 
stance has the prudential Committee visited a school and that 


there has been but six visits of parents or guardians in town. 
Very few really knowing anything of the Boe: their children 
attend. A child comes home from school, and expresses 
dissatisfaction with the teacher. Instead of cultivating respect 


for the teacher perhaps the parent takes the child to a neighbors © 


and repeats the grievance, with needless comments in the pres- 


ence of scholars of both families, thereby encourageing, dis- 
trust and dissatisfaction, when if we were to go directly to the 
teacher, unbeknown to the child, all would be well. In coueclu-- 


sion I would call upon the inhabitants of this town to arouse Ki, 


themselves to the duties they owe the youth of the town. Let 


us raise at least five hundred and fifty dollars for school pur- — 


poses. Let us employ thorough going teachers, then let us en- 


courage and sustain them, by sending our chi:dren regularly to 


school and by visiting the school. Let us visit and investigate — 


them andif they are not properly managed, andthe fault is 


in the teacher, discharge him, and if it is on account of other in- 


fiuences dischar ge them, and not allow a dollar of money to be 


squandered on a profitless school.
